3. Claims 12-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record teaches encoding of information in a card through the temporal relation of impulses, but 
fails to teach an identification device including a signal generator device where a frequency 
spectrum of the mechanical clacking noise encodes the information, where the signal generator 
device includes at least one of a tongue, plate, and a curved surface for folding upon an 
overcoming of an initial resistance, the folding generating the clacking noise. The Examiner

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does not see modification of the prior art to teach the current invention as obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art as they are silent to mechanical generation of the sound in the 
aforementioned manner and do not teach clacking encoded information within its frequency 
spectrum.
